Egeria of her husband, Ha-ry B. 
Gardner, to appear Thursday after- 
neon before Referee Henry §. Caui- 
field, upon the resumption of his in- 
quiry into the promotion of the Con- 
‘tinental Assurance and International 
Fire Assurance companies. 

Gardner stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday morning that his 
wife would not attend the hearing 
this afternoon, as she has not been 
subpenaed. 

“Besides,"’ he added, ‘‘she is not here.” 

“Is she out of town?” he was asked. 

“She is not hers,” he repeated. ‘She 
will testify before Referee Caulfield 
Tuesday afternoon and not before. That 
is the day on which she was cited to 
court by Judge Withrow.”’ 

Mrs. Gardner is out of the city, Depu- 


ty Sheriff Walker says S.rdner told him’ 


when he went to the house at 5 p. m. 
Wednesday to serve the subpena. Dep- 
uty She-iff Kretchmar called Wednes- 
day morning and says he was informed 
by Leo Gardner that his mother was 
downtown shopping. Gardner told Walk- 
er that his wife would not return to St: 

Louis before Tuesday, Walker says. 

According to Gardner's testimony, 
his wife has been his most valued ad- 
viser during his career. It was she, 
it has been shown, who was his 
largest creditor in the proceedings 
which placed him in involuntary 
bankriiptcy. ‘It was she to whom he 
transferred the C..H. Smith’ note fot 
$317,000 which the receivers of the 
companies are suing to reclaim. It 
was she ‘with whom Gardner con- 
sulted concerning the loan of $17,000 
to Walter J: Miller on the Smith 
Geed of trust. It was she who started 
him in business by lending him 
money inheriteq from her mother's 
estate. 

“Of his financial relations with his 
wife, Gardner has told a tangled story. 
which she is expected to help unravel. 
He spoke of old notes lost and replaced 
by new ones, of credits first to the fav- 
or of his wife and then to himself: of 
proposed gifts, sales and purchases of 
houees, and of deals in which he em- 
ployed her property as his own. 

Mrs. Gardner may not be called to 
teastify Thursday, as the investigators 


“wish to question Gardner further con- 


cerning his affidavit laying claim to 2% 
per cent commissions on the sale of 
$808,715 worth of stock, and‘ his subse- 
quent testimony that on at least $450,- 
000 of this stock the purchasers were a)- 
lowed big commissions in lieu of their 
first cash payments.

And I took $18,000 out of. the 
companies. too.”

withdrawing from it. Bishop Hendrix 
withdrew from a conference of bishops 
at Nashville after being accused of 
enmity to the interests of the church, 
according to Bishop E. E. Hoss of Nash- 
ville, who passed through 8t. Louis | 
Thursday. 

Bishop Hoss told a St. Kouis church- 
man that the dispute probably would 
result in a suit to determine wheth- 
er the present Board of Trustees 
of the University, of which Bishop 
Hendrix is chairman, shall control it 
unconditionally, or shall be subject to 
the authority of the General Conference. 
The direct point at issue is whether tne 
General Conference may elect members 
of the Board .of Trustecs, 

“It has been reported that W. K. 
Vanderbilt. is tn sympathy with the 
Board of Trustees in its rebellion 
against the general conference,” 
Bishop Hoss said, “but Jf this is true 
it is because only one side of the 
case has been presented to him. 
When he has heard both sides I be- 
lieve. he will see that the General 
Conference is in the right. 

Virtually a Rebellion. 

“At the meeting of Bishops yesterday 
in Nashville, Bishop Wilson, whe was 
rresiding, told Bishop Hendrix that he 
(Wilson) would not consult Bishop Hen- 
drix about the matter under discus- 
sion, because that would be too much 
nxe unfolding his plans to an enemy. 

“This was virtually a charge of re- 
bellion against the church, and Bishop 
Hendrix promptly arose and left the 
room.”’ 

Although Bishop Hoss did not say so, 
it is a possibility that Bishop Hendrix 
may withdraw from the church as a 
result of the dispute, and if it results 
in a legal suit, the church may split into 
factions that it will be difficult to rec- 
oncile. The situation is regarded by 
Methodists as the gravest since the 
schism of 1844, when the Methodist 
Church South split from the parent 
body. 

How Dispute Started. 

The dispute over Vanderbilt Unit- 
versity arose from the refusal of 
the Board of Trustees to accept three 
members elected by the Gen- 
eral Conference at its  ses- 
sion in Asheville, WN. C., last 
May. At a meeting in June the 
board refused by a vote of 19 to 8 to 
accept these trustees, and elected 
three others, on the ground that the 
board was an autonomous and self- 
perpetuating body, not subject to 
any ecclesiastical control. 

Bishop Hendrix was one of those who 
voted against receiving the members 
elected at the General Conference. He 
took the stand that ‘under the deed of 
gift from Commodore Vanderbilt, found- 
er of the university, the board has the 
right to elect its own members. Samuel 
Cupples of St. Louis voted with Bishop 
Hendrix. 

Methodist Inetitution. 

This was construed by members of 
the church who took the opposite view 
as a repudiation of the right of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South to 
control the university, which has been 
from its foundation a Methodist instt- 
tution, and as a move toward “secu- 
larizing’’ it. 


If the university were made non- 
sectarian, its faculty would be elig!- 
ble to pensions from the Carnegie 
Foundation for retired university 
professors. It is said that the faocul- 
ty desires to accomplish this. The 
foundation makes no provision for 
teachers in sectarian institutions. 

Bishop Hendrix, speaking for himself 
and his associates in a recent contribu- 
tion to a religious periodical, gave as 
the reason for the board’s action the 
fear of imperilling the title to $3,000,000 
worth of property held in trust by the 
board, for the university. 

According to Bishop Hoss, the Board | 
of Bishops were unanimously opposed to 
Bishop Hendrix's stand, and feeling 
ran high, culminating in his withdrawa! 
from the meeting. 

If the question goes into the courts, 
it probably will be carried up to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, lead- 
ing churchmen say.

Suitable Laws.

NEW YORK, July 14.—Theodore 
Roosevelt has joined the crusade against 
the moving pictures of the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight. In the “Outlook” of next 
Saturday, in a signed editorial, he will 
advocate the enactment of a law in 
every state in the Union making prize 
fights unlawful. 

Pointing out the race antagonism 
aroused by the recent fight at Reno, 
Roosevelt sincerely trusts that “‘public 
sentiment will be so. aroused and Will 
make itself so effectively felt as to 
guarantee that this will be the last 
prize fight to take place in the United 
States, and it would be an admirable 
thing if some method could be devised 
to stop the exhibition of moving pic- 
tures taken thereof. 

“Until within a few years,”’ he adds. 
“I used to box a good deal myself, and 
when I was young several times I 
took part in contests of a public or 
semi-public nature—generally, I am 
bound to say, with ill success. From 
every standpoint I believe in the en- 
couragement of boxing as a sport. 
Among the men whose friendship and 
regard I have really valued I could 
name a number of professional boxers. 
including several ring champions. 
These men I found square, decent men, 
who showed themselves good citizens 
when their citizenship was tested. 

“The money prizes,’’ he says in con- 
clusion, “are enormous and are a po- 
tent source of demoralization in them- 
selves, while they are often so ar- 
ranged as either to be a premium on 
crookedness or else to reward nearly 
as well the man who fails as the man 
who succeeds. The betting and gam- 
bling upon the result are thoroughly 
unhealthy, and the moving picture part 
of the proceedings has introduced a 
new method of money getting and de- 
moralization.’’

Andrew C. Maroney is going to Seat- 


tle, Wash. His friends have been told 


Dispatch reporter that his purpose was 
to seek a new business location. 
Maroney, when seen by a reporter 
Thursday, shortly before the hour he 
had set for his departure, said he did 
not expect to leave St. Louls perma- 
nently.

At Maroney’s law office in the Liggett 
Building, a memorandum, left by Ma- 
roney, stated that he was leaving for 
Seattle on a Thursday afternoon train, 
to be gone three months.

Wife and Daughter May Fellow.

family now lives, Mrs. Maroney said 
Thursday morning to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

‘My husband is going to Seattle with 
the intention of locating there.. He 
lived there 20 years ago and has often 
said he would like to go back, and 
that St. Louis was too big a city to 
suit his taste.”’ 

Two days before, in reply to similar 
inquiries, Mrs. Maroney said: ‘Mr. Ma- 
roney will see how he gets along in 
Seattle before my daughter and I go 
there..

Noth- 
ing came of this suggestion, but later 
Folk appointed Maroney to a circuit 
judgeship. . He resigned the Election 
Board position to accept the judge- 
ship, then enoountered a legal opin- 
ion that he was-not eligible. The 
law prohibited a man once election 
commissioner from taking any other 
office within the time for which he 
had been appointed.. No one had dis- 
covered this when he switched to 
the Police Board, at a loss to him- 
self, but it arose in time to block 
him tn what was probably his life's 
ambition. 

Maroney did not go back on the 
Election Board. He showed disgust 
with politics and practiced law on 
his own account. Last February 
policemen subscribed to a fund to 
retain him to prosecute the relief 
fund looters. He was active in this 
work for a time, but when the re- 
sulta came in indictments and trials, 
his name was not heard and he ap- 
peared to have dropped out of the 
cases. 

Their son's death, several] years ago 
was a lasting grief to Mr. and Mrs.

PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—Gen- 
eral Manager W. W. Meyers of the 
Pennsylvania Rallroad and the rep- 
resentatives of the trainmen and 
conductors of the company on the 
lines eaSt, who have voted to strike 
unless their demands for inereased 
wages and better working condi- 
tions are granted, will meet again 
today to discuss the situation. 

The railroad officials and the rep- 
resentatives of the men met last 
evening, but aithout result. Meyers 
said that the company was firm in 





its determination not to increase 
wages, but he said working condi- 
tions would be improved provided 
such a move would entail no ex- 
pense to the company. 

Although the men voted by a vote 
of 12,781 to 1143 to strike, if such 
a step was necessary, it is not be- 
lieved a strike will be called. The 
demands of the trainmen and ‘con- 
ductors call for what is equivalent 
to a 10-hour work day with 11 
hours’ pay and a. change from the 
trip system of computing to that of 
the mileage system.

COLOGNE, Germany, July 14.—The 
last entry in the log of the airship 
Erbsloeh shows that disaster came with 
the suddenness of a lightning flash. No 
one will ever know exactly’ the condi- 
‘tions which preceded the death of Erbs- 
loeh and his four companions, but 
from the written record a picture is 
made from which air navigators can 
reconstruct the scene. 

Forty minutes out from the shed 
where the ship had been housed the 
motor was driving steadily. Engineer 
Hetts wrote on a piece of paper 4 
message to his mother, no doubt ex- 
pecting to deliver it himself when the 
voyage was ended. 

Then the airship rode into a thick 
bank of fog which apparently laid at 
the top of the cloud bank. The sky 
sailors did not know that just above 
them was the open air. Hetts: wrote: 

“Ten minutes past 9. We are ris- 
ing rapidly, but the voyage is most 
pleasant, only I don’t like this dense 
fog; the earth is now invisible.” 

This was written more hastily, appar- 
ently in a desire to set down exact con- 
ditions before they were succeeded by 
others. 

Was Up 1200 Feet. 

Entries in the log show that at this 
time the craft was at an elevation of 
about 1200 feet. 

The ship plunged deeper into the fog, 
the last layer before rising above into 
the sunshine. Hetts wrote: 

“Fog is thickening below us. We're 
rising, although we're steering down- 
ward. We’re——” 

Then, according to airmen, the fog fell 
away below the gondola, the sun swelled 
the gas in the bags beyond their 
strength and they burst. 

So great an authority on ballooning 
as Maj. Parseval, next to whom an# 
Count Zeppelin, Erbsioeh ranked as an 
aeronaut, wired to the New York Worl 
and Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“It is impossible to form any judg- 
ment of the cause of the disaster. Nec- 
essarily details of what happened can 
never be obtained. Any explanation is 
only surmise.’’ 

Engineer Hetts’ old mother, lament- 
ing, shaken by her arief, refused ito 
leave the clover fleld where her son 
died. Fate, growing kinder, brought 
to her his last message written scarce- 
ly forty minutes after the Erbsloch 
ascended. 

Among the clover she found the frag- 
ment of paper, wrapped around a 
stone, on which was written the words 
addressed to her by her son. 

The Erbsloeh was of the non-rigid 
type, 176 feet long and 38 feet in diame- 
ter. The motors were of 125 horsepower 
and in a‘calm drove the airship 28% 
miles an hour. 

Had No Gas Escapes. 

Although the vessel resembled the 
Parseval type of airship, it had not the 
automatic apparatus permitting the es- 
cape of gas or air from the balloonets 
which characterizes the Parseval. Orig- 
inally, the Erbsloeh had one vertical 
steering apparatus by which water was 
pumped from one end of the car to the 
other, thus raising or depressing the 
bow, but in the last alterations to the 
balloon bcfore starting on the fateful 
trip arbther system of steering had 
been added, a rudder like that of a 
biplane. 

This, it was supposed, would add to 
the safety of the crew as well as of the 
passengers, whom Erbsloeh intended to 
carry to enhance his aeronautical repu- 
tation and the weight of his purse. 

The actual accident, hidden by the in- 
tervening fog stratum, was invisible 
from the earth. — 


Will Stop Passenger Traffic, 
A distinguished military aeronaut “said 


to the World and Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent: 

“I do not think this accident will af- 
fect official experiments with balloons. 
But it will stop idiots’ talk about aerial 
passenger service, which no experienced 
aeronaut holding an official position 
has ever believed possible under pres- 
ent conditions. 

“Aeroplanes are oni; less dangerous 
than these passenger baileons because 
aeroplanes are __aaty to kill fewer 
simultaneously.’

exclaimed a clinic physician Thursday 
while discussing with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the necessity of getting pure 
milk for the babies. 

This was a strong statement to come 
from a physician who gives a certain 
amount of his time each week to the 
care of the babies of the poor. The re- 
porter undertook to ascertain from fig- 
ures whether there was foundation for 
the physician’s statement that the ba- 
bies “‘are dying like rats.”’ 

The reporter asked Dr. A. 8. Bleyer, 
the clinic chairman and who founded 
the first clinic for babies in St. Louis, 
what he knew of deaths among 
babies of the poor. 


One-Third of the Babies Die. 
“The last time I looked into it,” 


replied Dr. Bleyer, “350 out of every 
1000 babies in St. Louls were dying 
before they reached the age of 12 
months.” 

So you see the statement that the 
babies, “are dying Mke rats” is not 
overdrawn. 

The clinic chairman says that the 
importance of work which the Post- 
Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
fis doing cannot be overestimated. 

“The need for active work in this 
field,”’ said Dr. Bieyer, “is very great. 
Progress of a most satisfying character 
has already been made, but we have 
come to seé more clearly than ever be- 
fore the need for action. The purpose 
of feeding clinics is largely to prevent 
those serious nutritional diseases among 
young infants which are suré to arise 
when an unguided mother attempts to 
shoulder problems of such great deli- 
cacy as the artificial feeding of infants.’’ 


Pure Milk Reduces Death Rate. 
But the babies to whom the Fund 


is supplying pure milk are not dying 
at the rate of 860 to every 1000, or 
more than 1 in 3.. The death rate 
among the pure milk babies is only 
1 in every 380, clinic physicians say. 
And the clinic physicians should 
know for they have constant super- 
vision of these pure milk babies. 

One out of every three babies that 
do not get the milk dies, while only 
one in every 30 that gets it dies. 
That is knowledge which should fill 
the hearts of contributors to the 
fund with satisfaction and cause all 
who have not yet done so to make 
their donation at once and save their 
share of the babies. 

There is no good reason why all these 
other babies should be dying. Insuf- 
ficient and improper feeding explain it 
all. The diseeses which mothers are 
prone to believe carry them off are 
merely the results of improper feeding. 

Improper Food Causes Disease. 

“When a child is not getting the prop- 

er milk,” says the clinic chairman, 
“bowel and stomach troubles ensue. 
Women are too apt to believe that these 
are the natural accompaniments of 
childhood. That is a mistake. These 
things are unnecessary and are due sole- } 
ly to improper feeding. If the baby gets 
the right kind of food it will not become 
ill. 
That is the reason why every mother 
should have a physician prescribe for 
her baby. Any physician will do ¢@o 
free of charge to the mother if she 
cannot pay, and the clinics are always 
open at regular hours. 

The physician will prescribe the prop- 
er kind of milk. There’s the rub. The 
mother cannot buy !t. It fs your duty 
to assist her with a contribution to 
the Fund. The chance is open to you 
to help reduce the death rate among 
babies from one in three to one in a0. 
It can be done. The Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund has proved it ‘

Less Transfers; Fewer Rows. 
Capt. McCulloch told the committee 


that the ordinance permitted the com- 
pany to make regulations governing 
transfers end that he thought one was 
enough, 

* In defending the company’s policy of 
restricting the allowance of transfers 
to its passengers, Capt. McCulloch made 
a statement that brought smiles to the 
faces of his auditors. 

One after another committeeman gave 
Capt. McCulloch examples of the way 
in which, by’ declining to issue more 
than one transfer for each cash fare, 
passengers were compelled to pay an 
additional nickel or take a circuitous 
route to their destination. 

“That is for the protection of the 
passenge:s, Capt. McCulloch replied. 

“You see,’’ he continued, “nearly all 
our troubles arise from transfers. Our 
employes seldom have’ controversies 
vith passengers about cash fares. There- 
fore,

The burned district covered approximate- 
ly 10 acres, but a large portion of the 
area was devoted to the athletic field 
of the Multnomah Amateur Athletic 
Club and save for a grand stand, capa- 
ble of seating 5000: people, was practi- 
cally unimproved. : 
So far as known, the dead are F. R. 
Price, superintendent of the United Car- 
riage Co.’s stable, and a man whose 
name is supposed to be Prude. 

It is reported that severa! other men, 
employes of the stable are missing. The 
fire started about 1 o’clock this morn-

But that is not to say that the beet- 
sugar and cane-sugar combinations 
which control the growing and refin- 
ing of sugar in this country sell to 
him at cost. They do nothing of the 
kind. They sell at a tremendous 
profit. Indeed, the beet-sugar peo- 
ple have publicly accused the cane- 
sugar combination of getting $36,- 
000,000 a year clear profit out of the 
American public, and the cane-sugar 
people have accused the beet-sugar 
combination of getting a similar 
‘yearly profit out of the American 
public, and when the trusts go to 
fighting each other the truth begins 
to shine out. All the circurhstances 
go to show that the people of the 
United States probably pay to the 
two big sugar combinations every 
year in the high price of sugar about 
$70,000,000 that it would not have to 
pay if the trusts were not protected. 

For the. best raw sugar can be 
bought in the tropics, wholesale, for 
two cents & pound or less. It can be 
refined here for a thirg of a cent 
and distributed over this country for 
one-tenth to one-half a cent. Cer- 
tainly if retail grocers were to sell 
their sugar et the wholesale price, 
as now, the housewife would be pay- 
ing only two and a half to three 
cents a pound instead of double that 
price.

BEVERLY, Mass., July 14.—Between 
vacation ‘activities, President Taft finds 
time to give government finances con- 
siderable thought. He is particularly 
concerned with the work of the Mone- 
tary Commission, from which he hopes 
to secure beneficial results. 

The commission has not yet made a 
report, but the President intends to pay 
some attention te its work in the mes- 
sage with which he will convene the 
next session of Congress. If a report 
is received in time and the next House 
is Republican, an effort will be made 
.to get a monetary reform bill through 
the first session of the Sixty-second 
Congress. In the meantime, Senator 
Aldrich, head of the commission, is to 
spread the gospel of a central bank 
gystem in speeches throughout the coun- 
try. 

President Taft is also mapping out 
work for the Economy Commission, a 
Corps of experts, who are to utilize the 
$100,000 appropriation made by the last 
Congress, in arranging for a scheme 
of retrenchment in the spending of 
Government money for the executive de- 
partments. 

Already the congressional campaign 
brings echoes to Burgess Point. The 
strongest intimation has gone from 
the summer capital that President 
Taft will have no candidates for any 





office this fall. This attitude, viewed | 
in the Nght of Gifford Pinchot’ 
avowal for an insurgent candidate in 
California and a détermination to 
stump the State for him; Roosevelt's 
intention to speak for Senator Bever- 
idge.in, Indiana, and the stumping of 
Ohio in his own interest by James R. 
Garfield, is looked upon by politicians 
as evidencing the President's idea 
that by maintaining a neutral stand 
he will keep out of any possible clash 
with Col. Roosevelt and at the same 
time escape responsibility for any de- 
feats that may come in November. 

If Charles Dyer Norton, secretary 
to the President, 1s to succeed Secre- 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh upon 
the latter's early retirement—which 
was the substance of a rumor that 
came to the summer. capital today 
from Washington —Norton himself 
doesn't know about it. The story is 
not credited here.

NATION'S GOVERNING OFFICERS

ment now. Neither the President nor 
any of hig Cabinet officers is here.

Gottselig consulted memoranda as to 
Some of his receipts, which he said were 
$21.45 April 20 last, $47.40 the very next 
day, $57.45 May 10 and $74.70 May 18. On 
the last date, he said, he also got $37.50 
from Fuger as a percentage of the re- 
celpts of a craps game run by Fuger 
aoe George Coke, another of the “Big 

“What do you think about letting 
these slot machines run?’ Gottselig 
testified that the Mayor aske him, soon 
after the deal with Fuger. 

“I'm afraid the Press. and the Herald 
will holler,” the Chief said he replied, 
referring to local papers. 

Pian to Choke the Papers. 

“I'll fixethem by giving them some 
printing,” he said that Uzzell replied. 
“I’m a stockholder in the Daily Record, 
and I'll gee that it doesn’t make 
trouble,”’ 

Newspaper articles in May caused the 
arrangement to come to an end, the 
Chief said. 

Gottselig testified that at another time 
he and the Mayor talked about granting 
gambling privileges to Peter Radcliffe, 
and that the Mayor opposed the idea, 
saying Radcliffe would ‘‘squeal.’”’ 

Gottselig told of earlier and less defi- 
nite arrangements by which gambling 
was intermittently permitted in Granite 
City during 1909. Uzzell told in that 
year, Gottselig said, that he (Uzzell) 
was not getting enough to make it 
worth while—not more than $10 a week. 

Reported Slot Machines, 

Lenford Anderson, a policeman, gave 
testimony similar to parts of that given 
Wednesday by Radcliffe, who was for a 
time a policeman. Anderson said he re- 
ported to the Mayor that slot machines 
were running but that the Mayor gave 
him no orders to stop them. 

He was followed by Fred Fuger, “king 
of the slot machines, whom the State 
considers its most important witness 
against the Mayor. 

“Mayor Uzzell sent for me in the 
spring of 1909,’’ said Fuger, “and asked 
me about the arrangement of the 13 slot 
machines I then controlled. We came 
to an understanding by which I split 
even, or nearly so, with hi mon my half 
of the slot machine receipts, which re- 
mained after the saloon keepers got 
their halt. Later he had to get Gottsel g 
in. I used to hand him his money in an 
énvélope, in my drug store. 

‘June 2, 1908, I got $31.3 5out of the 

machines, and gave the Mayor $15.25 of 
it. June 17 I got $41.20 and gave him 
$20.50. June 24, with $48.95 to divide, I 
took $24.50 and Uzzell and Gottselig di- 
vided the other $24.45. June 29 I split 
$35.75 the same way. 
“One day the Mayor sent word to the 
saloon keepers that they would have to 
turn the machines to the wall He ex- 
plained to me that he had decided to 
‘cut out’ the machines for awhile. So 
they remained closed until March 24 of 
this year.”’

The extradition papers are due in New 
York today and as soon as he is ad- 
vised of thetr arrival, Marquis di Mon- 
tagliari, Charge d’Affaires at the Ital- 
ian Embassy, will go to New York to 
obtain and transmit them to the State 
Department.

NEW YORK, July 14.—Capt. Henry 
Harrison Scott, brother of Mrs. Charl- 
ton, has issued a statement to show 
that Chariton was sane at the time of 
the murder.

as an American that I am entitled to 
receive. From the moment that the 
crime was detected, the representa- 
tive of our government through Am- 
bassador Leishman, proceeded imme- 
diately to defend Porter Charlton 
and attempted to establish hfs Inno- 
cence. Since that time the Italian 
Government has been refused aid in 
every materia] detail.”

Russian Advices Indicate 
That Heat Is Damaging 
Wheat. 





Price Current. 


‘“Flarvest in winter wheat near 
finish, reports are very satisfactory 
and quality very good. Some lo- 
calities of spring wheat region show 
slight improvement, due to rainfall 
and lower temperature, but crop 
generally is cut short. Corn con- 
tinues to make rapid growth; gen- 
erally clean and plant has healthy 
color, with fairly good stand. Oats 
condition good. 











The scene of battle between the bulls 
and bears in wheat today shifted to 
Russia, where the foreign “crop kill- 
er’’ is appearing to compete in a cam- 
paign for supremacy with the Ameri- 
can spring wheat “killer.” From for- 
eign reports received, the. campaign 
rromises to be an interesting one. Un- 
fortunately, it is a long span from Rus- 


sia to the American Northwest, else it 
might be the more easy to pass upon 
the destructive powers of the American 
and foreign “killers.” 

Since last March nearly every im- 
portant wheat country has é¢éalled for 
the activities of these pecullar specula- 
tive expert (bugs.) 

To begin with, the winter wheat crop 
in March was pronounced a thing of 
the past. When the “killers’’ were put 
to flight by a yield of approximately 
last year’s size, they immediately dis- 
covered that the spring whéat crop 
needed attention, and forthwith pro- 
ceeded to destroy it. 

They stopped when the destruction to- 
taled 50 per cent of the crop. Since 
then reports indicate that spring wheat 
is impreving, and no one can forecast 
the harvest, more than a month away. 

Flushed with success, the army of 
**killers’’ marched on Canada and yes- 
terday announced the destruction of 
the crop. There, too, 75,000,000 bu, com- 
pared with 142,000,000 last year. 

Just how the ‘“‘klillers’’ developed in 
Russia so quickly is a mystery to the 
trade, but they are there and ready for 
the fray. Bears, beware! 

Of course, as Russia raises over 7 
000,000 bu of wheat, it is only natur®#) 
that the successful army of en into} {cS 
ers should carry their campaign into 
such promising territory. 

The leaders of the band enthusidstie- 
ally declare that ‘there will be less than 
1,000,000 bu of wheat left in Russia with- 
in 30 days. 

Just where the campaign will be car- 
ried after Russia is devastated is not 
known, but there is Alton, Belleville, 
Cahokia and several other fmportant 
wheat-producing sections that are still 
open to attack. 


Foreign Market 
Liverpool reflected the work of the 


Russian killers with higher prices, ad- 
vices stating the crop there was suf- 
fering from sunstroke. Canada advices 
sent abroad placed the wheat yield low- 
er than recently. Liverpool had few 
arrivals off coast and on passage, and 
a good demand for parcels. Argentine 
shipments are expected to be light, and 
Indian, Russian and Danubian offers 
were tighter. The Continent was bid- 
ding freely for Australian cargoes ar- 
riving, which are firmly held. 

Broomhall cabled: “Reports from Rus- 
sia continue to be received of an alarm- 
Ing character, both official and private. 
The tropical heat continues and much 
complaint of damage being done in the 
south, where plant is shriveling.’’ 

Estimated Argentine wheat shipments 
this week are 800,000 bu; corn, 2,900,000 
bu. . 

Minneapolis had 118 cars of wheat; 
last week, &; last year, 69; two years 
ago, 101. Duluth had 43; last week, 58; 
last year, 16; two years ago, 1%. Win- 
nipeg had 114, against # last year. 

Local receipts of wheat were 33,533 
bu, of which 1087 sacks, 22 cars local 
and 4 through; last year, 67,735 bu, or 
1€60 sacks, 60 cars local and 4 through. 


The Late Market.
